SECTION THE VISA APPLICATIONS FOR MR. AND MRS. M. SPALDING 
TOON (AMBASSADOR'S BROTHER) TO VISIT AMBASSADOR BEGINNING 
JUNE 16. WE WILL HAVE TO TRY TO GET THE VISAS ISSUED AND 
THE PASSPORTS BACK TO THE FAMILY IN TIME FOR THEIR 
SCHEDULED JUNE 15 DEPARTURE. WE ARE NOT SURE WHETHER YOU 
HAVE DONE A SUPPORT NOTE, BUT IN LIGHT OF THE VERY SHORT

ED THIS AS A WAY OF GETTING ISSUE RESOLVED. OUR TALKS 

WITH MYSHKOV HAVE PRODUCED GOOD RESULTS THUS FAR, AND WE 
BELIEVE WE CAN CONTINUE TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF HIS OBVIOUS 
DESIRE TO SPEED THINGS UP TO HELP GET WHAT WE WANT. WE 
FEEL WORKING WITH MFA ALONG WITH KIEV AUTHORITIES IS THE 
WAY TO GO, AND RECOMMEND YOU APPROACH MFA ASAP. ALSO, 

HOPE YOU CAN AGREE TO KNOOP VISIT ON SCHEDULE WE SUGGESTED. 
OTHERWISE IT WILL BE DIFFICULT TO PRODUCE HIM BEFORE 
ANOTHER MONTH GOES BY. KIEV PEOPLE SHOULD BE TOLD THAT 
KNOOP IS AUTHORIZED TO RESOLVE ALL PROBLEMS ON THE SPOT.

ISSUANCE OF VISAS TO THE SOVIETS VALID FOR MORE THAN A 
YEAR, THE QUESTION MAY GET INTO ICIS. VANCE
